UNITED NATIONS. N. Y UP — 
The U. N. G eneral Assem bly au­ 
thorized yesterday spending of 38- 
million dollars to keep its M id­ 
dle 
E ast Em ergency 
Force be­ 
tween 
hostile Egypt 
and Israel 
through 1958. 


The assem bly voted 51-It with 
19 
abstentions 
that 
the 
monev 
should be collected on the sam e 
scale as regular U. N. m em bership 
assessm ents. 
The 
Soviet 
bloc, 
which contends the force is illegal, 
said it would not pay. 


The force had an 18 million dol­ 
lar deficit this year, of which the 
United States covered 12 million. 
U. S. assessm ents and 
contribu­ 
tions will total alm ost half next 
y ea r’s am ount. The Soviet bloc as­ 
sessm ent would have been about 
20 per cent. 


The U. N. has no way to compel 
m em bers to pay.

For safety’s 
sake use postal m oney orders or 
checks 
5. Separate youi letters to “ lo­

Wind-Spurred 
Flames Still 
Uncontrolled 


San Gabriel Min. Fire 
Damage 25 Mi'lions; 
1,400 Battling Blaze 


L a s

and burned through 25,000 acre* 
in 
the 
San 
G abriel 
Mountains 
blazed out of control for the third 
day today. 
The U. S, Forest Service esti­ 
m ated dam age so far as 25 mil­ 
ium dollars. 
Fanned by winds of hurricane 
force, the blaze broke out T hurs­ 
day near Deer Flat Camp, some 
14 miles above the suburban com­ 
m unities of M onrovia and Azusa. 
In three hours, the fire raged 
eight 
miles 
down 
t h e 
thickly 
wooded ami brush covered slopes 
and in six hours it had advanced 
12 miles on a four-mile front. 
Winds slackened, how ever, and 
a Forest Service s|x>ke*man said 
th a t control is expected tonight 
or tomorrow. 
The fire was burning some 23 
to 30 miles northeast of down- 
low* n This Angeles and 15 to 20 
m iles from the northernm ost .sec­ 
tions of the city, which w ere in 
no danger at 
all 
Communities 
closer to the blaze were in no 
im m ediate danger. 
The famous Mt. Wilson O bserv­ 
atory w as reported seriously im­ 
periled 
during the 
early stages 
of the fire, but flam es were beat­ 
en back yesterday several m iles 
east of the peak on which the ob­ 
servatory and a num ber of tele­ 
vision transm itters are located. 
M eanwhile, 
some 
1,400 ni e n, 
including Indian "hot shots,” Bat­ 
tled the 
blaze 
along 
a 50-mile 
perim eter. The specially trained 
Indian firefighters w ere brought 
In from W inslow, Ariz., and Gal­ 
lup, N. M. 
The eastern flank w as reported 
partly controlled as the firefight­ 
ers 
concentrated 
on 
four 
"hot 
spots.” 
One 
was 
betw een 
Monrovia 
Peak and Pine M ountain to thu 
southeast, ju st four 
miles 
from 
M onrovia and Azusa. 
The others w ere on the north­ 
west 
edge — three 
patches of 
thickly-brushed terrain in an un­ 
inhabited area. 
No homes w ere threatened, but 
fire 
trucks 
and 
crew s 
were 
strung out along the foothill* to 
protect 
com munities 
in case 
a 
sudden wind change should whip 
the flam es in their direction. 
No one was reported injured, 
and 
only 
an 
unoccupied 
cabin 
and two sheds were burned. 
S heriff’s deputies raised three 
roadblocks in 
the 
fire area 
to 
keep roads clear of all but em er­ 
gency vehicles.

Travel on Missouri highw ays is safer than twenty years 
ago. Col. Hugh H. Waggoner, Superintendent <>f the Missou 
ri Highway Patrol said today that the odds on living through 
a highway journey are more than twice as good in 11)57 as 
they were in 1937. 
The Colonel said. “The coordinated effort of all concerned 
with traffic safety is making itself felt by lowering the 
death by traffic accident rate not only in Missouri but nn 
1 ion-wide. The work of safety groups, educators, t h e a u t o ­ 
mobile manufacture, law enforcement 
agencies, 
highway 
planning and construction plus the cooperation of drivers 
have all helped to lower the death rate per miles of travel 
on the highways." 
In 1937 the fatality rate 111 accidents on the nation’s roads 
was I t.7 deaths per 100-million miles traveled. Today that 
figure has dropped to 6 deaths per 100-million miles. 
Col. W aggoner said that the present trend of fewer traf­ 
fic accidents on Missouri roads shows that even with the 
highw ays bearing the burden of millions of additional ve­ 
hicles the loss of life by accident can be held in check. 
“The better constructed automobile, the wider, safer high­ 
way and a better informed driver are all steps in the right 
direction,” he said, “but as long as traffic accidents contin­ 
ue to sn uff out lives, our job w ill not be finished.” 
“The real culprit in the traffic safety picture is the care­ 
less and reckless or drunken driver,” the Colonel said, “no 
matter what other precautions are taken they come to 
naught until we deal with this killer.

W INTER DRIVING 


The snow, sleet, rain and fog that plague most of the coun­ 
try during winter add immeasurably to the driver’s prob­ 
lems. W hen he slides behind the wheel of his car he is now 
faced with his usual driving difficulties— plus the special 
hazards bred by inclement weather. Statistics show that 
these conditions invite traffic accidents. 
In many serious accidents the driver’s vision is blocked 
by obstructions on his vehicle. Typical examples of obstruc­ 
tions to vision on the vehicle itself are rain, snow, or sleet 
on the windshield. Rain, snow and sleet also result in dang­ 
erous road conditions, and long after the original precipita­ 
tion has stopped, mud, ice and hard-packed snow remain. 
Unexpected icy patches are frequently encountered beyond 
hillcrests, around curves, on bridges, at intersections, and 
in shaded spots. 
To appreciate the danger of slippery road surfaces one 
m ust consider the effect of inadequate traction on braking 
distances. For instance— on dry concrete at 20 miles per 
hour your braking distance would be approximately 21 feet, 
on hard packed snow it would be about 60 feet and on glare 
ice about 195 feet. 

L. Wallis, Commanding Troop E of the M is ­ 
souri State H ighw ay Patrol said today, “With the odds heav­ 
ily weighed against the winter driver, speed too. a s s u m e s 
an added importance. Reduced speed, alone, can help com­ 
pensate for adverse winter conditions. Increased speed al­ 
w ays increases their danger and quickly mounts to the point 
of m> control of the vehicle.”

Travel on Missouri highways is safer than twenty years 
ago. Vol Hugh ll. Waggoner, Superintendent of the Missou­ 
ri Highway Patrol said today that the odds on living through 
a highway journey are more than twice as good in 1057 as 
they were in 1937. 
The Colonel said, “The coordinated effort of all concerned 
with traffic safety is making itself felt by lowering the 
death by traffic accident rate not only in Missouri but na­ 
tion-wide. The work of safety groups, educators, the auto­ 
mobile manufacture, law enforcement agencies, highway 
planning and construction plus the cooperation of drivers 
have all helped to lower the death rate per miles of travel 
on the highways.” 
In 1937 the fatality rate in accidents on the nation’s roads 
was 14.7 deaths per lOO-mtllion miles traveled. Today that 
figure has dropped to 6 deaths per 100-million miles. 
Col. Waggoner said that the present trend of fewer traf­ 
fic accidents on Missouri roads shows that even with the 
highways bearing the burden of millions of additional ve­ 
hicles the loss of life by accident can la1 held in check. 
“The better constructed automobile, the wider, safer high­ 
way and a better informed driver are all steps in the right 
direction,” he said, “but as long as traffic accidents contin­ 
ue to snuff out lives, our job will not be finished.” 
“The real culprit in the traffic safety picture is the care­ 
less and reckless or drunken driver,” the Colonel said, “no 
matter what other precautions are taken they come to 
naught until we deal with this killer.

WINTER DRIVING 


The snow, sleet, rain and fog that plague moat of the coun­ 
try during winter add immeasurably to the driver’s prob­ 
lems. When he slides behind the wheel of his car he is now 
faced with his usual driving difficulties— plus the special 
hazards bred by inclement weather. Statistics show that 
these conditions invite traffic accidents. 
In many serious accidents the driver’s vision is blocked 
by obstructions on his vehicle. Typical examples of obstruc­ 
tions to vision on the vehicle itself are rain, snow, or sleet 
on the windshield. Rain, snow and sleet also result in dang­ 
erous road conditions, and long after the original precipita­ 
tion has stopped, mud, ice and hard-packed snow remain. 
Unexpected icy patches are frequently encountered beyond 
hillcrests, around curves, on bridges, at intersections, and 
in shaded spots. 
To appreciate the danger of slippery road surfaces one 
must consider the effect of inadequate traction on braking 
distances. For instance— on dry concrete at 20 miles per 
hour your braking distance would be approximately 21 feet, 
on hard packed snow' it would be about 60 feet and on glare 
ice about 195 feet. 
Captain O. L. Wallis, Commanding Troop E of the Mis­ 
souri State Highway Patrol said today. “With the odds heav­ 
ily weighed against the winter driver, speed tis.), assumes 
an added importance. Reduced aix*ed, alone, can help com­ 
pensate for adverse wanter conditions. Increased speed al­ 
ways increases their danger and quickly mounts to the point 
of no control of the vehicle.”

These are all men with enough 
executive skill to re a ssem b le, in 
working condition, a firm as vital 
and far-flung as G eneral E lectric, 
for exam ple.

gence or a dozen other govern­ 
m ent bureaus. 
Or they can assem ble a

hor the p ast four years these 
team s 
of reserve 
leaders

been working together. Each year, 
during the first tw’o or three days 
of July, they have gone through 
their own secret w ar gam es.

This July, as 
in the past, K eenan, who is adm in­ 
istrative assistant to Gordon G ray, 
director of the Office of Defense 
M obilization, 
went 
quietly to the

cam ouflaged

H eaduarters. The only difference 
was in the site’s m ore or less per­ 
m anent ch aracter No more tents. 
Keenan, 
ODM 's 
liaison 
with 
A m erican labor, knew what the 
public did not know. On or about 
the early hours of July t, a fleet 
of “ enem y” 
atom 
bomber* had 
slipped in ovei* 27 strategic cites 
in a 
sim ulated attack. D am age 
was heavy. 
New York. Chicago 
and Los Angeles w ere hard hit. 
S tarting with the m orning of July 
2. and for six days alm ost round- 
the-clock. 
K eenan, 
along 
with 
som e 15 other labor technicians, 
read 
reports 
on 
the 
w reckage. 
M ake no m istake about 'this. E v­ 
eryone took his work seriously. 
It was K eenan’s “ assignm ent” to 
see what wras needed from labor-— 
and to get it If a city was “ con­ 
tam inated." or if a plant m aking 
electric brain* had been knocked 
out. 
or if com m unications were 
down, or* if one city had all It* 
facilities 
while 
another 
didn’t - 
what technicians and help were 
needed? What labor forces had to 
be dispatched? W hat plant's pro­ 
duction could be diverted to keep 
our m issiles rolling out? 
K eenan “ contacted" internation­ 
al union headuarters or regional 
offices, moving skilled labor w her­ 
ever needed. He kept the 
labor 
m ovem ent coordinated so it could 
help. Other of \Ir. K eenan’s col­ 
leagues like 
AFL-CIO Research- 
on the econom ic front, on project­ 
ed w*nge and price freezes. 
Now that the day of the in ter­ 
continental m issile is here. Keenan 
will go before labor’* high council 
shortly to get m ore of the im por­ 
tant national chief* into the “ re­ 
serve team s."

Forces 
under unified com m and in 1947 
and as an illustration told of earth 
satellite developm ent. 
“ The earth satellite program ." 
he wrote, “ w’hich was being c a r­ 
ried 
out 
independently 
by

m ilitary service, was assigned to 
the com m ittee on guided m issiles 
for coordination 
To provide 
an 
integrated 
program 
with 
result­ 
ant 
elim ination 
of 
duplication, 
committee recom m ended that cu r­ 
rent efforts in this field be lim it­ 
ed to studies and com ponent d e­ 
signs; well-defined areas of such 
research have been allocated to 
each of the thiee m ilitary d ep art­ 
m ent*." 
An alert security officer should 
have deleted this, but he didn’L

C ertain­ 
ly it is a fact that Russia began 
its satellite program in that year 
-1948.

w’ere going ahead, likable Louev 
Johnson, who succeeded 
F o rres­ 
tal a few m onths later, lopi>ed the 
satellite program off. 
Like 
the 
present 
Eisenhow er 
adm inistra­ 
tion he was out to save m ilitary 
money. 
In fairness, 
however, 
it 
m ust 
be pointed out that Johnson got 
IOO per cent support for his kc«»n- 
oiny from 
none other than the 
then Chief of Staff. Gen. Dwigut 
D. 
Esienholer. Eisenhow er’s tes­ 
tim ony before Congress that the 
curtailed 
budget 
was 
adequate 
m ade such en im pression on Sen­ 
ators that they actually called it 
“ The Eisenhow er B udget." 
Gen. 
Eisenhow er, 
recently 
re­ 
turned from Europe as a conquer­ 
ing hero, w as by all odds the most 
com m anding 
m ilitary 
personality 
on the A m erican scene. His word 
carried g reat weight. Johnson, aft­ 
er getting these drastic econom ies 
okayed, boasted that if the enem y 
should strike at 4 a m. the gurgled 
States would be ready at 5 a.m . 
Tho Red-; did invade South K> 
should strike at 4 a. rn. the United 
States w’as not prepared for m any 
m onths. 
ICBM is Cut 
Tile lorig-range 
intercontinental 
ballistic m issile or ICBM also got 
lopped by the Johnson econom y 
wave. It had been started in 1946 
as Project 
MX-774, but 
cut 
in 
1948 Later it was revived in the 
Trum an adm inistration in 1951 ss 
P roject Mx-1593 
In 
fairness 
it 
also should 
be 
pointed out, however, that Russia 
was m aking few know-n technical 
advances in Johnson’s day, w here­ 
as Its advances were well known 
and frequently published in tech­ 
nical journals and in this colum n 
during the Eisenhow er ad m inistra­ 
tion. 


The 
Eisenhower adm inistration 
had positive proof that Russia had 
surpassed us in developing a trig­ 
ger m echanism for the H-bomb. 
It had am ple evidence that Rus­ 
sia had caught up with us in A* 
bomb and H-bomb design. It was 
definitely known that Russia, in 
only 
a 
few 
short 
years, 
had 
caught up with us in design of 
jet planes and outstripped us in 
production. 
Our technical intelligence m ade 
detailed exam inations of Russian 
pianos which showed that w here­ 
as Russian technology lagged be­ 
hind ours up until 1952. since 1952 
it had equaled our best efforts 
and even surpassed us in som e 
fields. 
We have also known for som e 
time 
that 
the 
Russians 
w ere 
afiead of us in developing rocket 
power 
— 
the 
trem endous 
lift 
which finally was used to shoot 
the Russian Sputnik into the air 
and which is also necessary to 
launch an ICBM or an fRBM. 
Ike Reassures 
Yet when T revor G ardner, the 
man Ike appointed assistant sec­ 
retary in charge of guided m is­ 
siles, resigned in protest over the 
lagging program , Hie 
President 
im m ediately reassured the nation 
that the United States was ahead 
of or keeping abreast of the world. 
And in his State of the Union 
m essage last year, Jan 
6. 1956, 
the President gave the A m erican 
people further reason to be com ­ 
placent when he reported; 
“ We have im proved the effec­ 
tiveness and com bat-readiness of 
our forces by developing and m ak­ 
ing operational new weapons and 
by integrating the latest scientif­ 
ic 
developm ents, 
including 
new 
atom ic w eapons. Into our m ilitary 
plans. 
“ We continue to push the pro­ 
duction of the most m odern m ili­ 
tary aircraft 
The developm ent of

Proper care of equipm ent can go 
a long way tow ards reducing its 
cost of operation because much of 
the aging of equipm ent occurs dur 
ing periods when it’* not being us­ 
ed 
When machine* are first used 
after 
a 
period 
of 
storage 
they 
break down a lot m ore frequently 
than later on during the season. 
The reason for this is the deterio­ 
ration th.tl.jL8? occurred while the 
im plem ent was not in use. 
In addition, by going over a m a­ 
chine and preparing it for storage 
any worn or broken parts can be 
detected and replacem ent* ordered 
so they will 
be available when 
needed the following voar This is 
a m uch better procedure than tak 
ing the m achine out into the field 
when neat needed and having the 
parts break then and th a t’s hard 
on the tcm ner. In addition broken 
parts can frequently be very cost­ 
ly because a delay In planting or 
harvesting or anv other n itra tio n 
m ay m ean the difference between 
a good and a poor yield or even 
no yield at all. 
It is im portant to protect farm 
m achinery 
from 
the 
w eather. 
Th!* can be done bv covering with 
a tarpaulin or by storing inside a 
building. 
M anx leave 
their m a­ 
chinery outside all w inter without 
any cover because they think it is 
too costly to build sheds or pro­ 
vide a covering Actual!'* they are 
paying for the building or covering 
anyw ay, but they are paving in a 
wax that they don't realize Thee 
are 
paying 
through 
increased 
breakdow ns in the field, and de­ 
lays and looses due to these break 
downs. 
O perator’* m anuals that rom e 
with every piece of farm m achine­ 
ry give*; com plete directions for 
proper care during periods when 
the im plem ent is not used. F arm 
Im plem ent* such trac to rs and oth­ 
e r m achine* with engines on them 
such as com bines and hnv balers 
need the m ost attention. H ere are 
the

things 
that 
need to be done 
Tile m achine should be clean­ 
ed, inspected, greased and servic­ 
ed Just as though one were get­ 
ting it ready for a big ri»v\* work. 
Next, the crank case on the en­ 
gine 
should be drained, the oil 
filter cleaned or replaced and the 
crank case refilled with new oil. 
The engine should th in be operat­ 
ed long enough to circulate that 
oil to al! the working p arts, thus 
providing a protecting oil film dur 
ing the storage period. Som e com­ 
panies even suggest vising rust* 


proff com pound under these con­ 
dition* 
Incidentally, rust-proofing 
com pound can also be applied to 
other m etal surfaces that are like 
Iv to rust. 
On engines with a liquid cooling 
system , the radiator* should be 
drained and flushed with a rad ia­ 
tor 
cleaner, 
flushed

clean w ater, drained dry and the j 
drain plugs left open. 
✓ The gasoline should be drained 
from the fuel tanks and the carbu­ 
retor and all of the drain cocks 
left open This prevents the form a­ 
tion of gum which plugs up carbu­ 
retor jets and causes valves to 
stick. 
The air cleaner on the engine 
should be serviced and this would 
be a good tim e to take it apart 
and clean it thoroughly. 
R em em ber to follow the opera­ 
to r’s m anuals in servicing and pre 
paring farm m achinery for stor­ 
age. It will save you money by 
increasing the life of the im ple­ 
m ents as well as by reducing cost­ 
ly breakdowns.

Penalties will apply o n 
“ excess” cotton, and price supp­ 
orts will be available to those gr­ 
owers who comply with their co­ 
tton acreage 
allotments.

present laws, this support will be 
between 75 and 90 percent of par­ 
ity.
